of tho extonsinn frnni I'ui t .Mumly tu \'ai!^ 
couver and tho yards, wharves, worksli(j|js 
and other teriiiinal facilities at tho latter 
point. The works roijuired for snow pro- 
tection in the mountains were practically 
completed during the year and the ox- 
l)orience of the past winter fully con- 
iirmed that of thu previous one as to the 
suflicieiicy of tho methods adopted. A 
comparatively small amount of work ro- 
tnains to be done to secure the regular 
working of tho mountain section at all 
seasons. 

A considerable expenditure was 
made on that part of the rail- 
way in British Columbia betweon 
.Savouft Ferry and I'ort: Moody, which 
was built by the government tiinl tiiineil 
over lo the company in an uiisalisfactcji-y 
condition. An arbitration has been .igreeil 
upon to settle all questions relating tu 
that section of the line and it is confident- 
ly expected that this will result hi the re- 
covery by the company of tho greater part 
of the inouoy it has oxpended in c(jncct- 
ing defects, and that it will ;it the .'iaiiie 
tiino provide for putting tho section in a 
proper cuiidition without further expense 
to tho comjiany. Tho extension of the 
main line from Port Moody to Vanc(Uiver 
opened for traffic on tho 1st of Juno and 
extensive wharves, warehouses and other 
terminal works were constructed during 
the year. 

BRANCH U.NE EXTE.N'SION'.S. 

Tho rails woro laid on tho oxteiiHion of 
the Algoiiia branch from Algonm to .'^siill 
.Ste i\larie before the end of tho ye:u', Imt 
much ballasting; remains to be done and 
tho station buildings, permanent water 
houses and some other facilities have yot 
to be provided, before the line can bo 
opened for trallic. It is expectetl, how- 
ever, that all this work will be completed 
during the month of June. The rails on 
tho Minnoupulis, Sault Hte Marie & At- 
lantic railway were laid continuously from 
Minneapolis and Si, Paul to Sault Ste 
Marie at the close of the year, nnd this 
im[K)rtiitit connection will also be ready 
fur regular tniflic by the end of .Juno. Of 
tho Duluth, South Shore & Atlantic rail- 
way, extending from Sault Ste Mnrie to 
Duluth. about 30 miles remains to be com- 
pleted and it is expected that this equally 
imiiortant railway will be in full working 
order before August. 

The Sault Sto Marie bridge connecting 
the Algoma branch of tho Canadian Pa- 
cific with tho two American lines above 
mentioned, was completed in December. 
In this bridge your coniiiany holds ii half 
interest, the other half being divided 
betweea the two American companies. 

The extension of the OiitArio and Que- 
bec Railway from Smith's Falls to the 
Atlantic ajid North- West Junction near 
Montreal, was coin|)letod and put in reou- 
lar o|)eration on tho first of September. 

Tho St. Lawrence bridge was coiiipleted 
at the same date, and tho section of the 
Atlantic & North-Westem railway from 
tho bridge to Point Famham was ojiened 
fur trallic shortly afterwards, tifibrding to 
the South-Eaatoru railway, maiiily owned 
by your company, an independent connec- 
tiun with the Canadian Pacific and au in- 
depoiident entrance to Montreal, and 
afl'ordinp; to tho Canadian PacitHc a direct 
connection with tho lines of tho Boston & 
Lowell railway, reaching Boston, Port- 
land, and other principal points in Now 
England. 

With a view to economy and to tho 
eflicioiit working of a through trallic, tho 
comjiany undertook from tho date of the 
completion of tho St. Lawrence bridge, the 
operation of the South-Eastern railway for 
the account of tho trustees. Tho earnings 
and expenses of t)ie South Eastern rail- 
way are not included in any of the state- 
ments accompanying Ibis report. 

On the extension of the Atlantic and 
Northwest railway across the state of 
Maine (Tho Short line) to the nniritinio 
provinces unexpected diCiculties and un- 
favorable weather have greatly retarded 
tho work of construction, and it is not 
now oxpoctod that this lino will be ready 
for trallic before the cud of the coming 
suniinof. 

Tho first section of tho extension to 
tho Detroit river from Woodstock to the 
important city of London, Ont., 27 miles, 
was completed and in operation by tho 
Urst of September, and a branch of five 
miles nuido during the year from Oleii- 
annon on the Toronto, (iroy and Hruco 
section to Wingluim, au important town 
in Ontario. 

The Sault district, a lino from Camp- 
bellville on the Credit Valloy section to 
Guolph, was commenced during the year 
by n compimy organized and controlled 
by tho city of Guolph. Thi.s line, 'vhich 
will be completed during the early sum- 
mer, has been leased to our company at a 
rental of forty per cent of its gross earn- 
ings. ' . 

The last annual report referred, to tho 
steps that were being taken to secure ii 
western entrance to the city of Montroal, 
and an entrance to the city of 'J'ortuito 
and tho erection of central stations in both 
cities. The right of way and station 
grounds liiivo practically till been sucurud 
in both places, but tho litigation has 
caused vexatious delays. The Montreal 
passenger station, which nccupios the most 
favorable position in the city, will be com- 
pleted with its approaohos by the end of 
October. The companj' hns horetoforo 
boon at h groat disadvantage in compoting 
for passonger traffic in Montronl by reason 
of tho inconvenient aituMlon of its station,

as stat.eil in previou.s reports, not tu press 
the sale of its own lands so long as largo 
areas of free government grants should 
remain in their vicinity, but rather to en- 
roui'.-i^^'c the suttleiniMit of the government 
Ir'iiiil.s insti'Hii, It i.s believed that ;i inueli 
lii'l.-ef |irice can be ol.itained for the niil-

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DANGERS OF MINING. 

One great fact stands out conspieutms- 
ly in tho Blue Book on "Mines" just is- 
sued, says tho London Clirislian ITorii/. 
That fact is, tho coal miner's occupation 
is now well nigh tivico as safe as it was 
thirty years ago. Of course it is still ex- 
ceptionally hazardous, and therefore de- 
mands exceptionally careful consideration 
oil tho part of employers, not to say ex- 
ceptionally strict Buporrision on the part 
of the Government. The number of per- 
sons employed in or about coal niinea last 
year was oGl,0'.)2, of whom 5,568 wero 
females, laboring above ground. The 
11 uud)er who caitio under tho Coal Mines 
Hegulatioii Act was 019,970, of whom 
4,i;?l were females. The accidents 
jiinounted to one for every 644 persons 
emiiloyed; the deaths to one for every 
045. Less though this is than what be- 
fell thirty years ago, and though the 
diminution has proceeded faster dur- 
ing the kst ten years, it remains 
a tremendous liability — more, much more, 
that even soldiers and sailors are usually 
called on to face. There seems to bo a 
consensus of opinion among the inspectors 
that the greatest number of deaths are 
due to the falling in of the roof or sides of 
the crevices in which the inon work. 
Surely safeguards of an eflectual kind 
might be provided against this risk. But 
if the employers are to blame for neglect 
or parsimony, much more are the men for 
a reoklessnbas that muiit be condemned as 
foolhardy. They are addicted to smoking, 
and will carry the means for strikuig a 
light, and so enjoy a whiff, where the in- 
dulgence is most perilous. They are 
averse to the use of tho safety lamp, 
mainly because it gives a little less light 
than a naked flame, and so hinders tlioir 
work, especially in the cleaning of their 
coals, to an extent which they think ia 
not compensated by tho extra penny or 
throe-half pence a ton to which its habitual 
use entitles them.

THE PfiOTINCIAL EXHIBITION. 

With commendable zeal the officers of 
the British Columbia Agricultural As- 
Bociation are "taking time bytheforo- 
loclc," and are'making such arrangements 
as will ensure a successful exhibition on 
tlieir grouiids, Beacim Hill, on the 4th, 
5th and 6th days of October no.^t. Already 
a handsomely executed little book con- 
taining tho programme, rules and regula- 
tions has been published and is in the 
hands of the public some live mouths 
earlier than in past years. This in itself 
is a move in the right direction und testi- 
fies to the zeal being taken in the forth- 
coming exhibition by those who have its 
direction. , Incliided in, the pamphlet are 
Prof. Saunders'and Mr. James Fletcher's 
lectures on "Experimental Agriculture 
and its valuo t(j the Farmers," delivered 
before the North Lanark Faniier'.s Insti- 
tute, at Almonte. The prize list is given 
in a clear and concise niaiinor, eacli 
division being set out with the fullest ac- 
curacy, preventing tho possibility of a 
miatako. Tho work will soon bo in the 
hands of the farmers and will bo a 
valuable guide to them as to the 
conditions and arrangements for the 
event in which they are, or ought to be, 
'deeply interested. Tlie Dominion ex- 
hibition grant has been dono away with, 
so that wu must depend entirely upon 
ourselvea. It is confidently believed that 
tluH year's e.thibitioii will bo tho most 
noteworthy ever held in British Columbia. 
It occurs at a time when Vic- 
toria is flooded with visitors, and it ia for 
our agriculturist.'i themselves to way 
whether cheering accounts of our I'rov- 
inoe's development shall be carried 
away by thetii'<»o' thoiif hdmes in Oauuda 
and the Mother country,, ov other- 
wise. The advortiBoraent, if oii a fitting 
scale, ought to reap us tenfold. But will 
nil sections of the Province vie with each 
other in making the exhibition a grand suc- 
cess / Will Vancouver Island, tho Chilli- 
wiiack and Weatminstor districts, the 
groat Interior, all send tlioir r/ito/o 
to swell the number of exhibits 
and prove that the oft rejiuated 
nsaortion that British Columbia is only a 
"sea of mountains," is a flight of imiigery 
which is ill but a sunse true. Thuro is 
little doubt that the Island will do its 
aharo, while the immediate Mainland may 
1)0 relied upon to do its part, but we look 
to tlie Interior to make a showing worthy

THE JUBILEE HOSPITAL. 

TotiikEiuioiv: — I have noticed several 
letters in Tui: Co lo.vi.st about the Jubilee 
Hospital plans, but no mention has hither- 
to been made, of what, in my eyes, is the 
one great flaw in the whole scheme, 
namely, tho utterly unsuitable site chosen 
for tlio hospital. 

To be of use a hospital ought to bo in 
the centre of tho city, or at least, within 
the city limita, so as to be easy of access 
to all possililo patients. Tho government 
and many jirivato individuals have con- 
tributed largely and generously ti;ward8 
the building of the liospital, and it ia to 
bo aiip])oseil that they do not wish to see 
their money squandered or ux^)eluled in a 
useless and unsuitable way. liow is if 
then that tho committee was allowed to 
lix upon such an absurd site as the one 
chosen — two or three miles from the city, 
out on the Cadboro Bay road ? 

There ivorc lots of discussions last year, 
1 believe, aiiioiigsL tin; mombers of the 
C(Uiiiiiittee, and why did not tlie iiiiuority 
insist lUi being heard by l.iie gen lal i.a - 
lie of N'ictoria / 

la it not thu fact, that, ttikun us a 
whole, all of us in Victoria, " have lot 
things slide," and have never taken the 
trouble to oxjircHS publicly our coiulemiia- 
tion of the site chosen by some of the 
coiumittee / 1 confess, with regret, that 
it was only two or three weeks ago that J 
learned wlioro tho situ was, and that 
it was actually bought. 

Surely anyone can _soe that when acci- 
dents happon in Victoria tho medical 
men will very properly .say, " Take the 
patient to the nearest lioa[)ital," when 
thoro is but a ciioico between one in 
Victoria and Olio two or throe niilea our 
of Victoria. . 

Then, when ill and miserable, what 
|)utient is going to allow himself tM 
bo jolted out miles, to oiie hos- 
pital, when another is cln.io at 
iiaiid < I'liuii, again, how will the friends 
of patients like going out two or threo 
miles to see their sick relations 1 In many 
cases it will be impossible for tliom to do 
so at all, because, being hard-working 
people, they will simply not have the 
time in which to undertake such n pil- 
grimage. Thoy will, theroforo, taku this 
drawback into consideration, and will de- 
cide to send thoir sick friends to the hos- 
pital within tho city limits. This is an- 
other reason against building tho .Jubilee 
HoBiiital on tho proposed site. " Fair 
jilay is a jewel;" so let the new hospital 
iiave as good a chance of buocobs aj thr< 
liospital now in town. 

Tho one loaHoii that the advocates of 
the far-ofl' site adduce for its desirability 
is: "The delicious purity and fruahnoss 
of thu air out thoro." Granted, and if 
the building wero for a convaloBoent 
homo, it would be a very desirable situa- 
tioii.

. . San Francisco, Mny 7.— Tlio wholesiile 
commiBBidh hoiue of Wm. T. Colctnnn & 
Co. made an assignment to-day to L. L 
Baker and Louis Sloss, for the bonotit of 
their creditors. Frank S. Johnson, man- 
aging pariiior of tlio iirin, submittud a 
sUtement to tho efl'uct that tlio tinii wiis 
unable to reali/.o upon nssots irmaedi;»toly, 
and in view of pressing eiigngemoiit.'i in 
rNewi York, where tho oiiU upon tlmui fur 
''money''wa8''Urgent, thoy Jocidod to niiiku 
an auignnient, in order to prevent disni- 
patipn of, • tKoir property, 

Johnson places the assets of tho (irni :it 
from four to four iiiid a half iiiiliion dol- 
lars. Tho iiiduljtiidno.s.s in California, 
with tho oxcoptioii of a lumibor uf small 
amounts, is contined to four banks and 
two individuals. Johnscjn fuithur statos 
that among the moat valuablu assets of tliu 
firm i« the borax proj)erty, which is 
valued at two million, and that ncj^otia- 
tions for tho salo of which woiu in a fail' 
way to bo oonauunnuted when tiui an- 
nounconieiit of the taritl' bill iilaciii^; borax 
on the free list tended to defeat ell'nrts in 
thit direction. The tirni feel contidont 
that its resources are sufliciunt to more 
than meet all engagements. 

SAN FRANCrSfO CIIEDITOU.S. 
The banks meiilioned as creditors ;ire 
the bank of California, liank of Hritish 
Columbia, iS'ovada bdiik, and bank of 
British North America. The linn is in- 
debted to tho bank of California to the 
amount of §190,000, of which $1:50,000 is 
secured. It ia ratimated that the lirni 
owes tho bank of Britiali Columbia SlOO,- 
000, the Nevada bank .Sl'l'O.OOO, ami the 
bank of British North America sldO.OOO. 

It ia stated that of tho whole aiimuiit (if 
Coleman and Conii)any'3 indebtedness, 
one-half is in this statu, and the other half 
in the East, the greater part of the latter 
beinc; held by a New England bank. 

The firm has been extending its busi- 
ness lately, and has acquired a great 
amount of real estate in counties adjoin- 
ing the city. 

Tho assimimonla lo-day were made botli 
by tho tirin and Wni. T. Coleman. 

It is reported that tho Nuvada banU 
called in its loans some time ago, and a 
failure to respond in full has pndialily 
been the cause of the collai)3e. 

A.V OLD FIll.M. 

The foundation of tho (inn of William 
T. Oolemau dates bock to 1849, when Mr. 
Coleman started a store in Plncorvillo, 

this state. The following year he removed 
to this city, and since that time liis house 
has taken a foremost ])lace in the business 
interests of tho coast. Tho present mom- 
bera of tho linn aro W. T. Coleman, 
Frank S. Johnson, Carlton C. Coleman, 
and Richard Delaiield. The house has 
agencies in Astoria, Oregon, Now York, 
Chicago and Loudon. It also acts agent 
for a largo number of nmnufactining and 
producing ' citablishnients, and for ibe 
principal salmon canneries on tho Colum- 
bia, Frnsor, Sacramento, Irikeena and 
Umpqua rivers, aside from several in 
Alaska. The shipping dexmrtineut is 
agent for several lines of clippers to and 
from Australia, China and South Amer- 
ica. Tho business of the tirm is said to 
amount to 814,000,000 a year. 

The firm deny that the failure was due 
in the least to outside speculation. 

MK. COLKMA.V'S STATEMENT. 

Sam FiiANCi.sco, Slay. 7. — in an iuter- 
viow with Wm. T. Uoloinan to night, he 
said: "Tlie suspension is due to a want 
of immediate available cash. 1 needed 
9300,000 to meet obligations in New 
' York dtie, within a:few days, and could not 
raise it without making promises and as- 
suming obligations that I saw no i)rob- 
ability of meeting. You see all uur nmnoy 
is cat, and no largo amount.'* are duo 
us, nor will there be for several iiKJUtlis. 

"One of the priucijial factors in tlii.s 
Cfilamity was our bora.K property in South- 
ern California. ■ Wo there invested about 
a million, and were on the eve of selling 
for two million, when the duty on that 
article was proposed to be removed by 
congress. This prevented the sale of tho 
property, the proceeds from which would 
nave met all our obligations." 

"The diiiiculty assumed a serious phase 
last fall, when the Nevada bank troubles 
occurred. Then wo owed that institution 
about ?300,000, and paid 8100,000. Tho 
balance of $200,000 was well secured, but 
some one, on looking over the bank's 
accounts sinco it proposed to place its 
stock or the market, declared this un- 
safe. Of course tlie rumor spread, preci- 
pitating the crush in New York. " 

"As matters stand, no one that we are 
indebted to need lose one dollar, oven 
though our assets should not realize over 
fifty cents on the dollar of tlio oslirnatcd 
value of tho assets. Should seventy-five 
cents be realized there will bo a hand- 
some excess of resources, and with 100 
cents on tho dollar, which ought to be 
realized, tho firm will coino out with a 
large surplus. No embarrassment will be 
felt by any business men in the state nor 
by tho poor and needy. The entire m- 
debtednoss in California is comparatively 
■mall, the bulk being in New York and 
eastern states.

ho produces in ijupport of his claim, and 
any such examination may bo upon (jath, 
which any inspector may adininisl or; ami 
if upon full consideration tho board of in- 
spectors are aatialied that his character, 
habits of life, knowledge and experience 
in tlie dtitiuH of an engineer are all such 
as to uutiiorize the belief that tho appli- 
cant is a suitable and' safe '.person to be 
entrusted with the powers aiid duties of 
.such a station, the .said board of inspec- 
tors shall u'ive him a lieiuisi^ to that 
oirect for one year, uiidei tliu hand and

Clauses 2 and treat, tho former of thu 
revocation in auveral cases and tho latter 
of temporary certificate by inspector ox- 
iiinining an applicant. Clause 4 roads as 
follows: "No person shall employ another 
ns ongiiioer, and no jiorson shall servo as 
eiigii.oer, unless tho person serving or 
uniployud us an engineer, is tlien licensed 
by the said board or ttiuipurarily by an in- 



8|)ector as aforesaid, and anyone who vio- 
lates any provision of this section shall 
incur a penalty of (ico Itiiiulred ilolldra." 

Clause 5: "Thij act shall coiiio into 
force on the first day of .January, one 
thousand eight hundred and oighty-iiinu. "

THE WEST COAST MISSIONS. 

Arrival of Itev. Father IifiiiiniPiis from IJIayo- 
(|Uot Sound— I'hn Indians Kxcitcd Uvur 
the Mysterious Dlsapiioaraiiw of a 
Ciller- Scaling Ninvs, etc. 

Rev. Father Leiumuns arrived by eauoo 
yesterday morning from his mission sta- 
tion at Clayo(|uot Sound, and ia staying 
at the KiiisL'opal palace, Vates street. I'lie 
ruv. gentleman left t'layoqiiot, uu Sunday 
afternoon and hail a rather rough trip to 
Victoria, the canoe being nearly swampod 
on one or two occ.isions. lie ruports the 
Indians on thu coast greatly u.^citud ovur 
the tnystorious disappearance of the head 
chief of thu Muclialat tribe, the belief 
prevailing that ho has l)uen niiirderod by 
a hostile tribe named Maecliat, wIkj livo 
above Ues(piait. It appears a party of 
Maocliat Indians visited the Mueiialet 
tribe somo two months ago to borrow 
aonic tisli-liooko. The Muchalot chief 
[ironiised to go by canoe t(' thu lisliiiig 
station of tho Moecliats and take the 
hooks. A few days after, tlie chief left in 
his canoe with the hooks and has not been 
seen evor since. Failing to return homo 
at the appointed time, his friends made 
iin|uiries and were told liy the Maochats 
that the chief had arrived at their place 
with tho fish-hooks and left fov home the 
same day. They think he must have met 
with an accident and been drowned; but 
the Muclialat tribe say he has been nun - 
derod and demand an investigation into 
tile circumstances. They say two nionths 
have now ehqised since their chief disaji- 
pearod, and tliiiik it only a matter of just- 
ice that tho authorities should enquire in- 
to the matter; that if a white man had dis- 
appcikred there would have been an, in- 
vestigation at once, and tluit tbe-same 
course should bo pursued with the In- 
dians. Although 

.MUCH K.VCITKI) 

over the loss of their chief, Father Lem- 
luiuns thinks there is no danger of an out- 
break, tho natives being too much under 
the ciuitnd of the whites; but the rev. 
guntleiiian fears that if no st<ois are Ukkun 
to clear]|up the mystery of tlie chief's dis 
a[)pearance, his friends ivill tuko si.inc 
secret method of revengu which may 
probably result ia bloodshed. Tho Mae- 
cliat tribu are located on a spot which in 
the early history of Vancouver Island was 
occupied by a settlement of Spaniards, 
many traces of whom still remain. The 
ruins of stone houses can plainly bo seen, 
and the Indians still cultivate tur- 
nips, first 'introduced by .tlto Span- 
iarils. They also use several 
Spanish words having no parallel in thoi 
own language, such as the Spanish term 
for shoo, etc. Some of their songa also 
bear resemblance to Spanish music, one, 
especially, being almost similar to a 
Catholic hymn. 

Rev. Father Lemmcns also reports that 
the Indians are much troubled over thu 
liuhrii^'s Sea dispute, and eagerly inquire 
for news concerning the settlement of thu 
matter. They aro afraid to ship on the 
schoonors for fear of being ca|)tured by 
tlie Ainuricau cutters, and as their living 
de|)ui<da in a great measure upon thu seal 
tiHliiiig, they look upon the dilUculty re- 
garding Behring's Sea asagreat hardship. 
Some of the Indians go sealing on theirown 
account, and have become expert enough 
to learn how to salt and pruaorvo thu 
skins until they have an opportunity to 
disjio.su of them at tho best market price. 
Although stationed at Clayoquot Sound 
for only two years. Father Lemmens has 
had 

MO.ST fJRATIfVI.NO Sl'CCK.SS 

With his mission, lie has one of tho 
liiindsomest churches un tho Wust coast 
and a coiiiuiudious school liouse. Thu 
Indians taku a great interest in the sor- 
vico and attend church regularly, joining 
in t!ie siiiging,and they sing the ncdu^sitm-- 
tu.i and other portions of the mnaa 
remarkably well. Rev. Father A'orboku is 
stationed at Barclay Sound, and is mak- 
ing good in'ogress with the Jndiana at his 
station. He is in the beat of health and 
is devoted to his work of Christianizing 
the ii.'itives, all of whom almost idolize 
him, so poiiiil.ir lias ho become shice his 
advent uniongst them. 

A few days before Ruv. F^ither Lem- 
muiiH started for Victoria an incident oc- 
curred showing tho Indian idea of jus- 
tice. The sealing schooner commanded 
by Capt. Petit was in the liabit of calling 
in at Barclay Sound for Indian crews. 
Another tribe of Indians heard of this 
and oflured to furnish Capt. Petit with 
twenty canoes and crews if he would go 
to their village. Thu captain coiiauntud; 
but this ofl'undod the lirst named Indians, 
and as a mode uf making things even, 
thoy took prisoner one of the rival In- 
dians, handcuffed him and kept him in 
close confinement for three days. The 
Indian agent at Barclay Sound, Mr, Guil- 
lod, onduavored to interferu, but the In- 
diaiiH only laughed ut him, and kept thuir 
prisoner until they thought he had heuii 
punished enough. When released his 
wrists and arms, were much swollen by 
the tightness of tho haudcuifg, and to 
finish matters thoy made tho unforbuiiatu 
mail find his way liotno by walking along 
the coast.
